into his calculation those. passengers who have occasion to 
‘travel daily in large. nuimbers by the local suburban trains 
‘in Calcutta and Bombay. But, ‘obviously, they should be left 
out of the reckoning, as they do not requfte any latrine 
acco mmodation, their journeys rarely excedding eight or ten 
miles, Even Sir Charles Elliott did not acquiesce in Mr. 
‘Scoble’ s objections. ‘Some of the obj ections referted to by Sir 
Charles were pertinent. However, it is not impossible to ~ 
provide latrines in the carriages with lateral compartments. 
Though of course the provision of such acco mmodation would 
lead to a reduction in the humber of seats in the cairiages, 
there can be no difficulty in making latrines in the end-opening 
carriages and in those which. have longitudinal seats. - On 
some lines such carriages have al ready been provided with 
latrines. Nothing could be more preposterous than Sir Charles 
Elliott’ declaration that latrine accommodation could- not 
be provided without ‘an increase being made in the rates 
of fare.

It is true that there are 
latrines, at- railway stations, but the native passengers, as 
a rule, are unable to use them, for various reasons: they 
are loath to leave their carriage, as they cannot easily 
find it again, the carriages being all of the same pattern. 
and eolour, Again, they are afraid, and rightly so, that 
they ‘may be left behind by the train, and such cases 
frequently occur. The mail trains make very short halts 
at stations, and the duration of halts in the case of the slow 
trains will also be reduced as the conipetition among the 
different lines in the matter of speed increases. Passengers 
generally open the doors of carriages and answer the ealls of 
nature when the train. is in full motion. In doing this they 
eften fall out of the. carriage and are killed or wounded. The 
accidents from falling out of carriages are chiefly due to this 
cause, - It appears frem the railway accident returns for 1 888, 
published in the Gazette of India, that during that year 12 
pereons were killed and 69 wounded in the way above referred 
to. Under t circumstances it is to be hoped that the Select 
Committee wil give the subject its best attention and make 
provision in the Bill for the introduction of latrines i in the 
lower classes. of carriages, particularly j in the carriages ahGt 
to females and in those attached to the fast trains.
